HIS  Royal  Highness  the  Governor-General 
has  received  a telegram  from  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies, 
drawing  attention  to  His  Majesty’s  Proclamation  of 
Neutrality  on  the  occasion  of  the  war  between 
Turkey  and  Bulgaria,  Turkey  and  Greece,  Turkey 
and  Montenegro,  and  Turkey  and  Servia.  The  text 
of  the  Proclamation  has  not  yet  come  to  hand.  In 
the  meantime  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor- 
General  hereby  charges  and  commands  all  subjects 
of  His  Majesty  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada  to 


observe  strict  neutrality  in  and  during  the  afore- 
said war,  and  to  abstain  from  violating  or  con- 
travening either  the  laws  and  statutes  of  the  Realm 
in  that  behalf,  or  the  law  of  Nations  in  relation 
thereto.  Attention  is  also  directed  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Foreign  Enlistment  Act,  and  the  rules 
based  thereon.  All  British  subjects  are  warned 
against  any  transgression  of  the  same. 

The  following  rules  are  hereby  declared  to  be  in 
force  forthwith  : — - 

Rule  A. — No  ships  of  war  of  either  belligerent 
may  use  British  waters  as  places  of  resort  for  war- 
like purposes  or  equipment,  or  may  leave  British 
waters  until  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  a ship 
of  either  belligerent  whether  a ship  of  war  or  a 
merchant  ship. 

Rule  B. — Every  such  ship  of  war  shall  be  required 
to  put  to  sea  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after 
entrance  unless  in  the  event  of  stress  of  weather  or 
necessity  for  repairs  or  provisions,  in  which  case  it 
must  leave  as  soon  as  possible,  and  certainly  within 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  of  completion  of  repairs. 

Rule  B.  is  subject  to  Rule  A and  time  may  be 
extended  accordingly.  No  supplies  to  be  allowed 
beyond  provisions  and  subsistence  for  crew  neces- 
sary for  immediate  use,  nor  coal,  beyond  what  can 
take  the  ship  to  the  nearest  port  of  its  own  country. 
No  ship  can  coal  in  any  British  port  twice  within 
three  months.  No  prizes  can  be  brought  into 
British  waters.

,7  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway.  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock.  Dam, 
vlidie,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
leiry,  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi-

mME  Minister  of  the  Interior  states,  under  date 
I 16th  September,  1912,  that  the  Ashcroft 
Water  Electric  and  Improvement  Company,  of 
Ashcroft,  B.C.,  has  applied  to  purchase  on  irriga- 
tion conditions  certain  lands  in  Townships  20  and 
21,  Range  24  west  of  the  6th  meridian,  comprising 
an  aggregate  area  of  3010.5  acres,  more  or  less, 
and  being  the  lands  set  out  in  the  Schedule  hereto 
attached,  and  to  report : — 

That  the  company  has  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  a comprehensive  irrigation  and 
storage  project,  involving  the  storage  of  water  in 
three  lakes  in  Provincial  territory  north  of  the

has  been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
by  the  Blue  Mountains  Refractories  Company, 
Limited,  of  the  < ’ i t y of  Vancouver,  in  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  for  permission  to  purchase  the 
West  Half  of  Section  1,  the  whole  of  Sections  2 
and  3,  and  the  easterly  fifty-five  chains  of  the 
South  Half  of  Section  4,  in  Township  4,  Range  4 
west  of  the  7th  meridian,  in  the  said  Province,

The  Minister  observes  that  an  inspection  of  the 
lands  applied  for  has  been  made  by  the  Grown 
Timber  Agent  at  New  Westminster,  who  reported 
that  they  contain  very  little  merchantable  timber;

more  than  would  be  required  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness which  it  is  proposed  to  establish ; and  that 
while  the  lands  in  question  have  in  the  past  been 
examined  by  timber  cruisers,  no  applications  have 
been  made  for  licences  to  cut  timber  thereon.
